YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY, 
February  2nd,  1886. 


The  Council  now  present  to  the  Members  of  the  Yorkshire 
Philosophical  Society  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1885. 

The  financial  department  of  the  Society  will  he  referred  to 
first  in  the  Report,  and  then,  according  to  usual  custom,  the 
state  of  the  various  scientific  departments  will  he  brought 
before  the  notice  of  the  meeting. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  income  of  the  Society 
affords  strong  evidence  of  tlie  continuance  of  the  agricultural 
and  commercial  depression  referred  to  in  the  last  Report. 

The  total  income  of  the  Society  for  the  present  year  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year  shows  a  loss  of  income  of 
£52  11s.  2d.,  chiefly  to  he  accounted  for  by  a  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  members  elected  during  the  year  and  a 
decrease  of  £27  in  the  receipts  at  the  Grate. 

The  total  income  of  the  Society  for  the  year  has  been 
£1,268  Is.  Od.,  whilst  the  expenditure  has  amounted  to 
£1,260  11s.  lOd.,  leaving  for  the  year  an  excess  of  income 
over  expenditure  of  £7  9s.  2d  This  amount,  carried 
forward,  reduces  the  small  balance  due  to  the  Treasurer  on 
the  previous  year’s  account  to  £9  13s-  4d.  The  Council 
consider  this  result  highly  satisfactory,  when  the  fact  is 
taken  into  account  that  the  large  sum  of  £197  11s.  Od. 
has  been  paid  to  the  Yorkshire  Insurance  Company  by  way 
of  a  terminable  annuity,  which  will  extinguish  the  whole  of 
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tlie  debt  of  the  Society,  amoiinting  to  £3,500,  principal  and 
interest,  in  about  thirty  years,  as  detailed  more  fully  in  the 
previous  year’s  Eeport. 

GrEOLOGY.—The  additions  made  to  this  department  diming 
the  past  year  have  been  numerous  and  important.  A  remark¬ 
ably  large  skull  of  the  Cave  Bear  {JJrsus  spelmis),  with  lower 
jaw  and  complete  adult  dentition,  has  been  presented  by  the 
Honorary  Curator  (Mr.  William  Reed,  F.Gr.S.),  who  has  also 
enriched  the  collection  with  a  verv  fine  series  of  bones  and

teeth  of  Rhinoceros,  Hippopotamus,  Elephant,  Bison,  &c., 
from  the  Lower  Grravel  of  Barrington ;  a  set  of  Gault  Fossils, 
and  a  series  of  Lower  Tertiary  Mollusca. 

The  Honorary  Curator  has  kept  in  view  the  resolution  he 
expressed  in  last  year’s  Report  of  getting  together  an  efficient 
teaching  collection,  to  be  solely  used  in  the  Museum,  which  should 
at  once  give  the  student  practical  acquaintance  with  his  subj  ect, 
and  do  away  with  all  necessity  for  disturbing  the  general 
collection  to  attain  this  end.  In  furtherance  of  this  plan  he 
has  presented  to  the  Society  an  extensive  series  of  Fossils 
(nearly  1,000  in  number),  together  with  74  diagrams  and  a 
set  of  models  of  Foraminifera.  The  collection  of  Fossils 
(which  contains  none  but  thoroughly  good  and  illustrative 
specimens)  has  been  arranged  zoologically,  and  is  to  be  kept 
in  a  separate  cabinet  (presented  by  Mr.  Reed),  and  used  for 
teaching  purposes  only  in  the  Museum.  The  stratigraphical 
teaching  collection  is  in  progress,  and  has  been  largely  added 
to  ;  many  specimens  have  been  inserted  into  the  general  collec¬ 
tion  ;  a  series  of  Mesozoic  derivatives  from  the  Red  Crag, 
previously  put  away  in  drawers  for  want  of  space,  has  been 
exhibited  in  a  separate  case  in  the  Tertiary  Room. 

The  Honorary  Curator’s  donation  of  over  200  books  (to 
form  a  Reference  Library)  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work  of 
the  department.  This  donation  will  be  referred  to  more  in 
detail  elsewhere.  The  Honorary  Curator  of  Antiquities 
(Canon  Raine)  has  added  to  the  department  several  pieces 
of  Red  Deer  antler  of  extraordinary  size.  Mr.  J.  F.  Walker, 
Y.P.,  has  made  important  donations.  Specimens  have  also 
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been  received  from  Professor  Green,  Mr.  T.  E.  King,  and  Mr. 
Standering. 

Antiquarian  Department. — The  additions  to  the  Anti¬ 
quarian  and  Prehistoric  Departments  during  the  past  year  have 
been  numerous  and  interesting.  The  acquisitions  from  York 
itself,  to  which  the  Society  is  bound  to  pay  the  greatest  atten¬ 
tion,  are  more  numerous  than  usual,  and  we  have  secured  other 
objects  from  extraneous  sources  which  give  additional  value  to 
our  Museum. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  W.  Eobinson,  of  Hardwick  Hall, 
Durham,  for  some  valuable  specimens  of  early  pottery,  consisting 
of  two  large  cinerary  urns  discovered  upon  Egton  Moor,  to¬ 
gether  with  vessels  from  the  Swiss  Lake  dwellings,  Denmark, 
and .  America,  a  considerable  number  of  implements  in  flint 
from  America  accompanying  the  urns. 

We  are  indebted  to  a  kind  benefactor,  who  would  have  his 
name  concealed,  for  a  flne  series  of  vessels  in  brown  and  cream- 
coloured  ware,  from  Peru  and  Mexico.  The  value  of  this  gift 
may  be  imagined  when  the  members  of  the  Society  are  told 
that  it  comprises  as  many  as  fifty  vessels. 

Prom  the  Egyptian  Exploration  Society,  through  Mr.  E.  S. 
Poole,  of  the  British  Museum,  we  have  received  a  large  number 
of  miscellaneous  objects  disinterred  during  the  recent  excava¬ 
tions  in  Egypt,  especially  at  San. 

Mineralogy. — Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  collection  during  the  past  year.  Mr.  Eeed  has  presented 
over  200  specimens  collected  by  Kranz,  which  are  to  be  used 
for  educational  purposes.* 

It  was  indicated  in  last  year’s  Eeport  that  the  metallic 
minerals  were  very  much  cramped  for  space.  Hitherto,  in 
fact,  it  has  been  impossible  to  find  room  for  several  specimens 
that  ought  to  have  been  inserted,  including  those  obtained 
from  the  British  Museum.  The  siliceous  minerals,  accordingly, 
have  been  arranged  in  closer  order,  so  that  they  now  occupy 
about  two-thirds  of  the  space  previously  allotted  to  them. 
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The  space  thus  gained  has  been  utilized  for  the  display 
of  the  metallic  minerals  to  advantage,  even  after  making  the 
necessary  insertions. 

In  addition  a  small  collection  of  Pseudomorphs  is  also 
exhibited.  Notwithstanding  the  smaller  space  occupied  by  the 
siliceous  minerals,  the  actual  number  of  specimens  has  been 
increased  by  numerous  additions,  some  of  them  belonging  to 
species  and  varieties  hitherto  unrepresented  in  the  collection. 

A  series  of  the  rocks  of  Auvergne  has  been  presented  to 
the  Society  by  Mr.  Grough,  and  this  may  possibly  form  the 
nucleus  of  a  rock  collection,  which  would  be  a  very  desirable 
addition  in  the  department  of  Mineralogy. 

CoNCHOGicAL  DEPARTMENT. — A  second  Cabinet  has  been 
presented  by  Mr.  Peed  for  the  further  accommodation  of  the 
Foreign  Shells.  The  univalves  have  now  been  entirely  arranged 
in  one  large  cabinet,  and  the  bivalves  will  occupy  the  other. 

Some  interesting  fresh- water  shells  from  North  India  have 
been  received  during  the  year,  collected  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Cobb, 
who  reports  that  the  village  ponds  in  those  districts  abound 
in  the  species  forwarded.  The  disastrous  effect  of  the  dry 
summer  of  1884  and  of  extended  drainage  operations  upon 
the  rich  conchological  fauna  of  the  neighbourhood  of  York 
deserves  record.  The  ponds  on  Strensall  Common  where 
Limncea  stagnalis  and  Planorhis  corners  attained  such  grand 
dimensions  are  now  no  more;  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that 
one  of  our  York  rarities,  Limncea  glahra,  will  have  become 
very  scarce,  as  the  shallow  ditches  which  are  its  haunt  dried 
up  in  the  summer  of  1884,  and  seem  never  to  have  recovered 
themselves. 

The  Curator  regrets  that  the  poverty  of  the  Conchological 
literature  in  the  Library  of  the  Museum  renders  the  specific 
identification  of  foreign  shells  almost  impossible. 

Entomological  Department. — The  only  additions  made 
to  this  department  during  the  year  are  a  few  specimens  of 
Mexican  Coleoptera  presented  by  J.  Backhouse,  Esq.,  Junr. 
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Comparative  Anatomy. — The  Honorary  Curator  of  this 
department  reports  that  the  collection  under  his  care  is  in  good 
order.  The  only  additions  of  importance  are  a  series  cf  jaws 
and  teeth  of  Eays  and  Sharks  (in  the  Demonstration  Series, 
presented  by  Mr.  Eeed) ;  a  Crocodile’s  Skin,  presented  by 
Eowley  C.  Falkner,  Esq. ;  and  a  large  rostrum  of  Saw-fish, 
presented  by  Canon  Eaine,  D.C.L. 

Members  are  again  reminded  that  the  collection  of  crania  is 
very  deficient,  especially  in  skulls  of  many  of  the  commoner 
animals. 

Meteorology. — The  late  year  was  one  of  very  average 
character,  the  pressure,  temperature,  and  rainfall  exhibiting 
no  striking  anomalies,  and  all  approaching  closely  to  the  mean 
of  previous  years. 

We  trust,  however,  that  the  small  total  effective  sunshine  is 
exceptional,  hut  consider  that  our  records  are  as  yet  too  scanty 
for  comparison,  although  that  may  he  looked  for  in  future 
years.  August  was  remarkably  deficient,  the  percentage  being 
little  more  than  one-third  that  registered  in  September,  which 
was  the  highest  during  the  year. 

Eain  fell  on  187  days,  21  more  than  the  previous  very  dry 
year.  The  amount  was  about  IJ  inches  below  the  average. 
October  regained  its  character  by  giving  us  much  the  largest 
share  (over  4  inches). 

Floods  have  not  been  common. 

The  Barometer  range,  rather  less  than  2  inches,  may  be 
considered  normal ;  but  July  exhibited  an  unusually  high 
mean,  30*1 67  inches,  whilst  that  for  October,  29’686  inches, 
is  equally  low. 

The  Thermometer  nearly  covered  70°,  but  the  monthly 
means  showed  nothing  noticeable  except  the  coldness  of  the 
spring  months. 

Auroras  were  again  insignificant. 

The  abnormal  sun-glows  continued  in  very  much  the  same 
manner  as  during  1884,  the  displays  in  December,  especially, 
falling  little  behind  those  of  the  previous  autumn.  The 
remarkable  diffractive  effects  of  that  December  have  again 
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been  witnessed  in,  if  anything,  a  still  more  striking  manner. 
Little  doubt  now  remains  among  the  best  authorities  that  they 
are  a  far-reaching  result  of  the  awful  eruption  of  Krakatoa,  and 
considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  elucidating  the  real 
character  of  the  various  phenomena,  whilst  their  relation  to 
ordinary  sunset  effects  has  been  clearly  proved. 

The  usual  Tables  will  be  found  appended.  An  examination 
of  the  wind  totals  might,  at  first  glance,  make  them  appear 
almost  worthless ;  but  it  will  be  observed  that,  greatly  and  as 
increasingly  disproportioned  as  are  the  returns  for  the  four 
main  points  of  the  compass,  the  relative  variations  are  to  a 
certain  extent  reliable. 

Botany. — The  Curator  of  Botany  reports :  The  English 
and  foreign  Herbaria  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  The 
Eev.  C.  B.  Norcliffe,  of  Langton  Hall,  has  presented  two 
interesting  and  curious  specimens  of  a  Caterpillar  (the  larva 
of  Chiragia  mrescens  of  Walker,  —B^einalm  virescens  of  Double¬ 
day),  the  animal  substance  of  which  has  been  replaced  by  the 
tissue  of  a  fungus,  Sjohoeria  Rohertsii  (Hooker). 

There  are  no  other  donations  to  record,  but  an  exchange  is 
in  course  of  negociation  with  the  British  Museum,  by  which 
(if  approved  of  by  the  trustees  of  that  museum)  we  shall  gain 
several  objects  of  interest. 

Library. — The  Curator  of  the  Library  reports  that  during 
the  year  a  most  valuable  contribution  of  books  has  been  made 
by  William  Eeed,  Esq.,  F.G.S.,  Honorary  Curator  of  Deology, 
who  has  presented  to  the  Society  between  two  and  three 
hundred  volumes  of  scientific  works  which  are  to  he  kept  apart 
from  the  Greneral  Library  and  constitute  the  “Eeed”  Reference 
Library. 

Amongst  the  volumes  so  presented  are  the  exceedingly 
valuable  and  costly  reports  of  the  various  scientific  experts  to 
whom  were  entrusted  the  Zoological  Collections  made  dming 
the  “  Challenger  ”  deep-sea  exploration,  thirteen  large  volumes, 
magnificently  illustrated,  having  been  issued  so  far. 
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In  addition,  the  Heed  Library  contains  Grould’s  gorgeonsly- 
illustrated  Monograph  on  British  Birds,  Sowerby’s  Mineral 
Conohology,  a  complete  set  of  the  Greological  Magazine,  hand¬ 
somely  bound,  and  many  valuable  works  by  Darwin,  Lyell, 
Owen,  Murchison,  De  la  Beche,  Lubbock,  Gregenbaur,  Claus, 
De  Koninck,  and  others. 

The  Greneral  Library  has  been  enriched  during  the  year  by 
the  addition  of  many  valuable  works — some  by  purchase,  but 
the  majority  by  presentation,  notably  by  the  United  States 
Government,  which,  as  in  previous  years,  has  generously  granted 
copies  of  the  valuable  reports  of  the  investigations  carried  out 
by  the  Government  Geological  Surveyors. 

It  is  hoped  that,  as  the  result  of  combined  action  on  the 
part  of  the  principal  Provincial  Museums  of  the  country,  grants 
may  be  made  of  the  memoirs  and  other  publications  of  our  own 
Geological  Survey. 

Department  of  Ornithology. — Mr.  J.  Backhouse,  Junr., 
who  has  consented  to  give  us  help  in  this  department,  is  super¬ 
intending  the  cleaning  of  the  Hudston  Collection  of  Birds, 
which  was  found  to  be  in  very  poor  condition. 

The  eggs  will  next  be  attended  to,  several  additions  having 
already  been  made  to  the  series  which  are  waiting  to  be 
introduced. 

A  few  birds  have  been  added  by  presentation,  including 
a  Hornbill  from  West  Africa,  presented  by  Mr.  H.  Louis,  and 
two  birds  from  Africa  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Hopton,  of  St.  Leonard’s, 
Surgeon  Dentist ;  a  small  collection  of  birds  from  the  Transvaal 
has  been  purchased  of  Mr.  Anfield,  of  Feasegate  ;  and  a  speci¬ 
men  of  the  Rustic  Bunting  {Emheriza  rustled)  has  been  purchased 
from  Mr.  Philip  W.  Lawton,  of  Easington,  near  Hull.  This 
specimen  is  the  first  of  this  species  wliich  has  been  shot  in 
England,  and  only  one  other  has  been  obtained  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Obituary.— In  Dr.  Thomas  Davidson,  F.R.S.,  not  only  has 
this  Society  lost  one  of  its  most  illustrious  honorary  members, 
but  the  nation  has  lost  one  of  its  most  earnest  and  devoted 
workers  in  science# 
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This  emineiit  Palseontologist  was  bom  in  1817  at  Miiir- 
house,  in  Midlothian,  educated  in  Paris  (then  the  great  centre 
of  science  training),  and  matriculated  at  the  University  of 
Edinbni’gh.  Dr.  Davidson’s  artistic  powers  were  considerable, 
and  for  some  time  he  was  uncertain  whether  to  pursue  a  scientific 
or  an  artistic  career,  being  strongly  urged  to  the  latter  course 
by  Paul  Delaroche.  Fortunately,  his  scientific  leanings  pre¬ 
vailed,  and  by  the  advice  of  Yon  Buch  he  undertook  the  special 
study  of  the  fossil  Brachiopoda,  a  subject  on  which  he  soon 
became  recognised  throughout  Europe  as  the  standing  authority. 
He  did  not  forget,  however,  that  Palseontology  does  not  repre¬ 
sent  the  whole  history  of  life  on  this  globe,  and  his  knowledge 
of  recent  Brachiopoda  was  as  minute  and  exhaustive  as  his 
knowledge  of  their  ancestors.  A  group  which  was,  when  he 
commenced  working  upon  it,  one  of  the  most  obscure  and 
neglected  divisions  of  the  animal  kingdom,  has  become,  under 
his  hands,  one  of  the  best  illustrated  and  best  understood. 
But  to  obtain  this  result  his  labours  have  been  enormous. 
Besides  his  magnificent  work  on  British  Fossil  Brachiopoda  in 
the  Palaeontographical  Society’s  publications,  he  has  written 
numerous  papers  and  memoirs,  conspicuous  among  which  are 
his  Monograph  on  the  Brachiopoda  collected  by  H.M.S. 

Challenger,”  and  his  article  on  Brachiopoda  in  the  “  Encyclo¬ 
paedia  Britannica.”  When  we  remember,  too,  that  every  one 
of  the  plates  that  illustrate  his  writings  (as  well  as  several 
others,  such  as  Plate  XY  in  the  “  Yorkshire  Lias  ”),  was  the 
work  of  his  own  hands,  we  can  form  some  idea  of  the  prodigious 
amount  of  labour  accomplished,  and  accomplished  in  spite  of 
very  indifferent  health. 

Dr.  Davidson  died  October  14,  1885,  from  an  affection  of 
the  lungs  which  had  caused  him  much  suffering  for  a  long 
time.  One  provision  of  his  will  strikingly  shows  that  earnest 
desire  for  the  advancement  of  science  which  marked  his  whole 
life.  He  bequeaths  his  books,  papers,  drawings,  and  his  splendid 
collection  of  Brachiopoda  (including  many  figured  specimens)  to 
the  British  Museum  of  Natural  History. 

The  Society  has  lost  by  death  during  the  past  year  eight 
members  and  one  lady  subscriber,  whilst  sixteen  members,  four 
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lady  subscribers,  and  three  associates  have  resigned  during  the 
year.  Thirteen  new  members  have  been  elected  during  the 
past  year,  whilst  five  lady  subscribers,  two  associates,  and  three 
temporary  subscribers  have  been  admitted.  The  Council 
recommend  for  election  as  new  members  of  Council  Hev.  H.  L. 
Clarke,  M.A.,  Yicar  of  St.  Martin,  Coney  Street ;  Mr.  J.  E. 
Clarke,  B.Sc.,  of  the  Friends’  School ;  the  Eev.  W.  C.  Hey, 
M.A. ;  and  Mr.  W.  Monkhouse,  in  the  place  of  those  who 
retire  by  rotation. 

The  Council  propose  the  following  names  of  Scientists  for 
election  as  Honorary  Members  of  the  Society 
Major  Powell,  Director  of  the  United  States  Greological  Survey, 
Washington.
